P it can be stated definitely whether the larger school units are 
financially able to carry on, it must be realized that much of the criti- 
tism directed against the new system is without good foundation. 

The orthodox economist can of course see no justice in 
schoo] districts being thrown together some in good financial shape 
and other in bad financial shape with a net rise in faxes to the good 
district with no better service attendant upon such rise. However, 
it should also be born in mind that primary and one might even say 
secondary education are things so affecting the public welfare that 
finance is a matter to be corsidered only secondarily, that is that 
despite finances these services must be retained. In Districts where 
this would have been most difficult if not impossible the Divisions are 
carrying on the services, the main principal behind the whole thing 
being taxation for an indispensible public service in accordance with 
ability to pay. 

Further the recent centralization of power and finance in 
the field of education has given to many rural children an opportunity 
to acquire secondary education, ’n opportynity which they never have 
possessed before. It has enabled the establishment of dormitories for | 
rural children in the larger centres, and in this locality at least the 
system is working very well at a minimum of cost. 

One may not agree with the general policies of Mr. 
Aberhart'’s government, but it must be conceded that at least in the 


field of education his government has undertaken a great task and is 
attempting to do something. a 


] T HAS RECENTLY come to our knowledge that it is proposed to 
establish another hospital within the boundaries of the Eastern Irriga- 
tion District. In common with many schemes which on first glance 
seem to have merit this one has its flaws. It is respectfully submitted 
that with the extremely efficiently run and well equipped hospital now 
in Bassano the efforts of the area should be directed to improverent 
of that institution by way of increasing its size and augmenting its 
equipment. Instead of two small hospitals in the area both of indiffer- 
ent size and character it is suggested that the resources of ‘fhe District 
should be pooled to retain at the present site, with the present hospital 
as a nucleus, a large and well equipped hospital to serve the whole 
area. Establishment of an ambulance system in the area is not at all 
out of the question and would greatly obviate any difficulties involved 
in the transportation of the sick over long distances. 

It is further submitted that in a district where the popula- 
tion averages no more than a family to a section, long and. serious 
consideration must be given to the possibility of financial success before 
the establishment of a new hospital

Forty-two per cent of the peopte 
of the United States cannot affora 
the adequate standard of dict as 
prescribed by U. S, healtin author- 
ities, Twenty-seven percent are in 
a continual struggle against star- 
vation. In Canada, our average 
income for all our citizens is $433 
a year. Less than one-tenth of 
Canadian families receive enough 
to enable them to pay dominion 
income taxes. Fifty percent of 
America’s people never see a doc- 
tor, and eighty percent never seé 
a dentist. Yet heart diseases, 
cancer and diabetes are constantly 
on the increase, while tuberculosis 
and venereal diseases remian a 
menace to everyone, 

California fruit growers destroy 
oranges at the rate of one hundred 
tons a day during the picking 
season. In December there were 
4,500,000 boxes of apples stored in 
the Okanagan Valley, with no mar- 
ket in sight. Wheat, pork, lard 
butter, eggs, fish, poultry, wool and 
sugar are accumulating in greater 
and greater surplusses, while cot- 
ton and wheat have become major 
national problems. 

Abundance is breaking down the 
values of scarcity, the Price System 
in its entirety. The political gov- 
ernments of Canada and United 
States have mortgaged our nation- 
al futures by the creation of pub- 
lic debt, in an effort to preserve 
these values by loan, subsidy, price 
gSuarantees and wholesale destruc- 


tion of commodities. Sixty Billion 
Dollars of public debt in United 
States, and seven and a half Billion 
on Canada, are all we have to show 
for.this collossal effort. Our 
national incomes are lower, and our 
taxes are higher, in spite of it. 

The creation of federal credit has 
| pushed, forward the installation of 
more and greater technoloy in in- 
dustry , and man-hours of labor in 
industray have continued to de- 
cline, while productivity has in- 
creased. Technocracy points out 
that we will continue to produce 
more and more, but only by work- 
ing fewer human beings, for shorter 
hours.
